The  Lycoming  College  Shatokan  Karate  Club 


JVarate  as  a  martial  art  was  cultivated 
in  Okinawa  under  the  reign  of  King  Shoshashi 
and  300  years  later  very  important  as  a  means 
of  self  defense  since  weapons  were  forbidden 
by  the  Japanese  government.  Eventually,  it 
developed  into  Karate.  Introduced  in  1922, 
by  the  President  of  the  Okinawan  athletic 
association,  Gichin  Funakoshi  introduced  the 
art  to  mainland  Japan.     Master  Funakoshi 


believed  what  separated  Karate  from  the  rest  of 
the  martial  arts  was  the  emphasis  on  the 
spiritual  aspects:  courage,  courtesy,  integrity, 
humility,  and  self-control. 

The  Lycoming  College  Karate  Club 
carries  on  the  tradition  of  the  founder  of  modem 
Karate,  Gichin  Funakoshi,  by  preserving  the 
art  of  Karate-do  in  developing  character 
through  the  discipline  of  training.  As  summed 
up  in  his  quote,  "The  ultimate  aim  lies  not  in 
victory  or  defeat  but  in  the  perfection  of 
characterof  the  participants".  Shotokan  Karate 
is  taught  by  Japanese  Karate  Association 
certified  instructors  and  is  one  of  the  many 
college  Shotokan  Karate  clubs  world-wide.

1  he  Clothesline  Project  is 
simply  a  powerful  display  of  a 
clothesline  with  tee  shirts  hanging 
from  it.  Each  shirt  carries  a  message 
about  physical,  sexual,  and/or 
emotional  violence  that  has  been 
suffered  by  someone.  Each  shirt  is 
unique.  Some  tell  a  story  of  sexual 
assault,  battering,  or  relationship 
violence.  Others  contain 
messages  of  support  for  survivors 
and  a  call  to  end  such  violence. 
Together,  the  shirts  create  a 
visually  powerful  and  moving 
statement  about  and  from  the 
hidden  survivors  and  silent 
victims  in  our  own  campus 
community.  The  Clothesline 
Project  originated  on  Cape  Cod  in 
1990.  In  1995,  Lycoming  College 
became  one  of  the  first  small 
colleges  in  the  country  to  create 
its  own  campus  Clothesline 
Project  with  over  75  shirts  made 
by  our  own  students  and  staff.

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J  unior  year  marks  the  beginning  of  a  time  of  great  change 
in  the  Hves  of  our  students.  This  year  we  woke  up  to  the  realization 
that  in  a  little  over  1 2  months  we  would  be  on  our  own.  searching 
for  jobs,  and  trying  to  connect  all  the  academic  work  we  did  at 
Lycoming  to  life  in  the  real  world.  Future  Focus,  a  career 
development  event  co-sponsored  by  the  Junior  Class,  was  a  major 
player  in  the  wake-up  call.  The  event  was  well  attended  and 
provided  Juniors  with  a  great  deal  of  insight  as  to  their  career 
direction.  The  Junior  Class  officers  kept  its  members  informed 
about  important  campus  happenings  with  several  newsletters. 


The  largest  project  in  which  the  Junior  Class  was  involved  was  in  the 
development  of  a  new  award.  The  Junior  Achievement  Award  was 
established  to  recognize,  on  a  yearly  basis,  a  Junior  student  who  has  given 
his  or  her  time  for  the  benefit  of  the  College  community.  The  Class 
developed  the  award,  nominations  were  written,  and  the  winner,  Ms.

Looking  closely  at  the  left  side  of  the  photo  is  the  Drum  House  were  the 
President  of  the  College,  John  W.  Long  lived.  The  Drum  house  has  since  been 
renovated  and  now  serves  as  the  Admissions  House. 


In  tnis  edition  or  "Dart",  it  is  the 
sincere  desire  or  tne  starx  to  picture 
Dickinson  as  it  is  today  ...  to  reveal 
tne  Dickinson  we  know  and  will 
remember--its  spirit  and  its 
suDstance.  Tnererore,  we  present 
"Dart"  or  1947  as  a  permanent 
record  or  lire  at  "DJC". 


Pifty  years  ago,  in 
1947,  the  destiny  of 
Lycoming  College 
was  unfolding.  At  that 
time,  the  birth  of 
Lycoming  College  as 
a  four-year  degree 
granting  institution 
was  eminent.  The  post  World  War  II  era  had  just 
begun.  With  hundreds  of  thousands  of  young 
men  coming  home  from  battle  and  the 
establishment  of  the  G.I.  Bill,  colleges  across  the 
nation  were  flooded  with  new  students.  The 
Williamsport  Dickinson  Seminary  was 
transforming  from  a  "Fully  accredited 
coeducational  Junior  College  and  Preparatory 
School"  whose  graduates  were,  "Accepted  by  the 
leading  colleges  and  universities  throughout 
America,"  to  Lycoming  College,  as  known  today. 
The  1947  W.D.S.  Dart,  the  precursorto  the  Arrow 
Yearbook,  describes  many  of  the  changes. 
President  John  W.  Long  writes  of  the  record 
enrollment  of  one  thousand  students,  the 
resumption  of  a  full  time  athletics  program,  the 
beginning  of  a  full  time  intramural  program  of 
athletics,  the  organization  of  the  student 
government,  and  the  resumption  of  the  College 
newspaper,  the  Dickinson  Union.  The  1947 
Williamsport  Dickinson  Seminary  had  a  faculty 
of  49  and  taught  course  work  in  Art,  Music, 
Liberal  Arts,  Business,  Engineering,  Secretarial 
Science,  Medical  Secretarial,  Consumer 
Education.  Laboratory  Technician,  Dramatics, 
and  Journalism.  The  class  schedule  was  very 
different  in  1947  as  the  fall  term  started  on 
September  24  and  did  not  end  until  June.  In 
October,  Freshmen  went  through  a  ritual  "hazing" 
by  the  Sophomore  Class  which  was  formally 
know  as  "Freshman  Week."  Chaperoned  student 
dances,  formal  meals,  choir  presentations,  and 
mandatory  daily  chapel  services  were  the 
activities  in  which  students  participated  .  It  was 
reported  that  at  the  Coronation  Ball  held  on 
March  1 ,  Ms.  Lee  Klingensmith,  a  freshman,  was 
voted  "loveliest  girl"  in  school.

Lycoming  recorded  a  22-0  dual-meet  record, 
won  the  1997  Budd  Whitehill  Division  III 
National  Dual  Wrestling  Championships, 
climbed  to  No.  3  in  the  national  rankings, 
claimed  the  1 997  Middle  Atlantic  Conference 
title,  and  captured  the  97  East  Regional 
Title.  The  dual  mark  was  the  first  undefeated 
record  in  school  history  and  the  22  victories 
set  a  single-season  school  record.  The 
national  duals  title  was  also  a  program  first, 
while  the  national  ranking  was  the  highest  in 
program  history.
